Handling Tough Grain on Forma 
Late crops, unfavourable harvest¬ 
ing weather restricted delivery 
quotas, and the shortage of boxcars 
have made it necessary to store a 
large volume of “tough" grain on 
farms this winter. Many Western 
farmers are therefore faced with the 
difficult problem of keeping farm- 
stored grain from heating and going 
out-of -condition. 

A Tough Job. There is no easy- 
way of drying grain on the farm 
The average farm is not equipped 
with grain-drying machinery, or to 
turn and clean large quantities of 
tough grain. Consequently, to keep 
tough grain m condition, farmer? 
must make the best possible use of 
the one important natural factor 
in their favour, namely, a cold, dry- 
climate. 

• How to Prevent Losses. As farm¬ 
ers know only too well, tough grain 
is likely to go out-of-condition when¬ 
ever high moisture and high tem¬ 
perature conditions occur. These are

Milk Pasteurization Christmas 

Necessary For Health Hints 


Despite the' fact that medical 
science has proven that unpast¬ 
eurized milk is an excellent cul¬ 
ture medium and can carry germs 
which can cause disease, it is re¬ 
ported by the Health League of 
Canada that many thousands of 
Canadians still are taking a 
chance—yes, taking a chance by 
drinking unpasteurized mlkl. 

Ontario and Saskatchewan, 
among the provinces, and hund¬ 
reds of municipalities have com¬ 
pulsory pasteurization legislation, 
but there remain? the probi?m of 
many farm families—even in On¬ 
tario and Saskatchewan- who 
drink the raw milk produced by 
their own cows. Compulsory past¬ 
eurization legislation bans the 
raw milk, but does not concern 
the consumption of raw milk by 
the producers themselves. 

The Health League points out 
that, these people can become in- 
■ fected just as easily as other con¬ 
sumers of raw milk. Even though 
they feel sure their cows are safe, 
■that their .milk Is uncontanvnated 
by disease germs, they can never 
be sure. Healtihy cows often can 


become .sick cows in a very short 
time, and sick cows produce dis¬ 
eased milk. 

The fact that many farm fam¬ 
ilies are beginning to realize that 
raw milk from their own cown 
can be impure is reflected in the 
number of applications from rur¬ 
al areas in Canada for huqie pas - 
teurization information from the 
Health League. However, the Lea¬ 
gue feels that the demand is not 
great enough, that too many 
farm families are taking a chance 
-ves, taking a chance of becom¬ 
ing viotinvs of bone tuberculosis, 
undulant fever; septic acre throat, 
diptheria, and other milk-borne 
diseases. 

The Health League, Incidentally 
warns that Christmas and New 
Year travellers—In fact, travellers 
at any time—should make sure 
the milk they use has been past¬ 
eurized. Even In Ontario and 
Saskatchewan there are isolated 
places where the provincial legis¬ 
lation does not apply, and circum¬ 
stances under which It Is not ap¬ 
plicable. 


If candles drip on your best 
table linens, there’s no need to 
throw up your hands in despair. 
When the meal Is over, scrape off 
the drippings with a dull-edgeid 
knife. Then place a alean, white 
blotter over and under the spot 
and press with a warm iron for 
several minutes. Change blotters 
as they become soiled. Ytou can 
launder the cloth as usual. Same 
method can be used for removing 
candle wax on ' rugs—scrape off 
excess, cover spot with blatter, 
and press. Change blotters as of¬ 
ten as necessary. Then go over 
spot with brush to raise nap. 

Christmas spirit will permeate 
the house if - you. spnay a pine 
scent around the roomi. Waxing 
attachment of vacuum aleaner or 
hand-eperated spray gun does a 
fine Job. 

Uke uncreased tablecloths for 
holiday dinners? Roll them a- 
round a broom handle. Or spread 
out several thicknesses of news¬ 
paper, roll them tightly with a 
sheet of plain paper on the out¬ 
side and roll cloth on it. Save old 
mailing tubes to roll up place

Drape an old sheet around the 
Christmas-tree holder wd under 
the tree.

HAVE TREE BASE 
STAND IN WATER 

Christmas trees, like flowers, 
will respond to being kept with 
the base in the water. Here are 
two simple things to do if you 
want your tree to stay green and 
fresh. 

Buy a tree which has been cut 
as recently as possible. 

Cut off the end of the trunk 
diagonally, at least one inch above 
the original cut. This will expose 
a ntoist surface which will absorb 
waiter. Stand the trunk of the tree 
In water at once, aind, if it is not 
to be taken into tihe house for 
several days, keep it in a cool 
place. 


Management 
Of Pastures 

In driving around the country, 
one is forcibly struck with the 
number of farm pastures which 
have become useless for pasturing 
and the njain reason Is improper 
pasture management. In many in¬ 
stances, pastures have been carry¬ 
ing too many head of stock or 
have been pastured for loo king a 
pemd. This has resulted in the 
weakening or outright killing of 
the grass plan s, allowing persist¬ 
ent, unpalatuhle perennial weeds 
tn take over. 

This condition cf pastures can 
be easily avoided with a little care 
and management. A pasture 
should not carry too many head 
of cattle and it- mould not be pas¬ 
tured for too long a period. Pro¬ 
per pasture management should 
provide enough pasture fields so 
that thdy can b- rotated and thus 
avoid overpasturi.'g any ore field 

In the drier areas cf the prai¬ 
rie provinces, t is almcsl a ne v; 
sity to provide a supplemental 
pasture of a gir n enp to be us¬ 
ed in mid-summe- when grass 
pastures become wiry and provide 
very little pas‘u e At the Exper¬ 
imental Station at Scott, it has 
been found neeessf.rv to have ar, 
annual pasture of late seeded oat.» 
•to be used in mid summer. 

Another good pasture manage¬ 
ment practice is to break up and 
reseed about every six years to 
provide a healthy, vigorous 
growth at all times. 

Where native pastures have 
been taken over by perennial 
weeds because ic.f overgrazing, it 
would be advisable, where possible 
to 't il the overgrazed portions and 
seed down to cultivated grasses. 
This would not only remove the 
unpalatable weeds, but would im¬ 
prove and increase the carrying 
capacity of the pasture. 

Finally, good management 
would suggest seeding down for 
pasturing purposes that land, 
which from past, experience, has 
been found to produce poor grain 
crops.
